Change  in  Mexican  Money 
The  Peso  will  be  "Peso"  -  Again! 

Banco  de  Mexico  has  been  distributing  pamphlets  in  Mexico  to  explain 
the  government's  currency  transition.  The  previous  version  of  the 
Mexican  currency  included  the  word  nuevo.  The  latest  version  uses  the 
same  designs  but  eliminates  that  word. 

The  country  is  now  in  the  final  phase  of  adjusting  to  a  new  currency, 
the  third  in  less  than  five  years.  The  biggest  inconvenience  is  for 
people  who  occasionally  get  paid  or  receive  change  in  old  pesos.  They 
can't  use  that  money  in  some  stores  because  retailers  will  no  longer 
accept  it. 

Since  the  beginning  of  1993,  Mexico  has  gone  from  old  pesos  to  new 
pesos,  and  now  just  pesos.  The  old  peso  coins  ran  in  denominations 
from  50  to  1.C00,  and  the  bills  were  from  2,000  to  100,000. 

The  new  peso  coin  denominations  run  from  5  centavos  to  50  pesos 
and  the  bills  from  10  pesos  to  500  pesos. 

The  final  adjustment  is  now  taking  place.  The  Bank  of  Mexico,  the 
counrty's  central  bank,  has  begun  circulating  new  bills  without  the  word 
nuevos  (new)  in  front  of  pesos  and  coins  without  the  sign  N$.  meaning 
new  peso.  The  first  change  in  1993  the  words  viejos  pesos,  or  old 
pesos  was  changed  to  nuevos  pesos,  the  current  change  is  to  pesos. 

In  December  1992,  the  peso  was  worth  about  3,000  to  the  dollar. 
Today,  even  after  the  December  1994  devaluation  that  caused  Mexico's 
currency  to  lose  half  of  its  value,  the  peso  is  worth  7.35  to  the  dollar 

In  January  1993  Mexico  changed  the  currency  A  1 00.000-peso  bill 
became  1 00.  a  50.000-peso  bank  note  became  50.  and  a  1.000-peso 
coin  became  i  peso. 

The  country  went  through  a  similar  change  in  the  early  1970's  when 
the  government  changed  the  design  of  the  bills.  Mexicans  have  grown 
accustomed  to  these  kinds  of  changes  according  to  officals.

On  November  21,  1995  members  of  the  Dallas,  Mid-Cities  and  Fort 
Worth  Coin  Clubs  toured  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Dallas.  The  Fed.  is 
located  at  2200  N.  Pearl  St.  in  an  extremely  large  building  that  cost 
$164  million  to  build.  The  building  is  composed  of  Indiana  limestone. 
This  limestone  was  used  to  build  many  other  buildings  in  downtown 
Dallas,  so  the  Fed  bulding  blends  in  nicely  with  its  surroundings.  It  is 
fourteen  stories  high  and  the  ground  floor  covers  six  acres.  It  was  built 
to  meet  the  Dallas  Federal  Reserve's  needs  for  the  next  50  years. 

The  coin  club  members  gathered  in  the  bank's  lobby  and  met  our 
tour  guide,  Tom  Atkins,  who  is  a  bank  examiner.  A  security  guard 
handed  out  a  visitor  badge  to  each  person.  The  badges  are  green  with 
black  printing. 

Mr  Atkins  told  us  a  brief  history  of  the  building.  The  previous 
Federal  Reserve  Bank  building  had  become  obsolete  and  the  new  building 
was  built  between  June  1990  and  May  1992.  The  old  building  was 
designated  an  historical  landmark  by  the  city  of  Dallas  in  1979  That 
building  is  located  at  400  S.  Akard  St.  and  was  in  use  from  1921  to 
1  992. 

The  tour  began  with  the  lobby  where  we  saw  two  teller  windows 
where  United  States  securities  are  purchased.  There  is  an  electronic 
ticker  that  displays  up  to  the  minute  financial  information.  Across 
from  the  windows  is  a  massive  piece  of  sculpture  titled  the  "The 
Sodbuster”.  This  is  the  sculpture  of  a  farmer  tilling  the  soil  with  a  pair 
of  oxen. 

Next  we  passed  thru  a  massive  pair  of  security  doors  with  metal 
detectors.  We  were  told  the  bank  has  its  own  travel  agency  to  bock 
employees  travel  plans.  I  saw  a  post  office  window  that  sells  stamps 
and  does  not  accept  any  currency  over  $10 

We  went  into  a  room  and  watched  a  video  on  the  Federal  Reserve 
System  and  on  the  Dallas  Federal  Reserve  Bank  in  particular.  The  coin 
comes  from  the  Denver  Mint,  paper  money  is  shipped  from  the  Bureau  of 
Engraving  and  Printing  plants  in  Washington  D.C.  and  Fort  Worth. 
Currency  is  also  delivered  by  armored  cars  from  other  Federal  Reserve 
System  member  banks.  Checks  are  flown  in  nightly  from  the  Dallas 
Fed’s  branches  in  Flouston,  San  Antonio,  and  El  Paso.  Checks  are 
processed  around  the  clock,  seven  days  a  week.  Currency  and  coin  are 
counted  by  high-speed  counters  and  wrappers  that  can  detect 
counterfeits  Food  stamps  are  handled  in  a  similar  way  There  is  a 
vault  that  is  five  stories  tall,  with  three  of  those  stories  being 
underground.  Currency  .s  stored  in  baskets  similar  to  clothes  hampers 
that  are  known  as  "currency  buses".  The  "currency  buses"  are  bar- 
coded  and  stored  and  retrieved  on  command  by  robotics  Robotics  have 
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First  headquarters  building  owned  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of 
Dallas.  This  is  also  the  first  headquarters  building  owned  by  any 
Federal  Reserve  Bank.  It  was  used  by  the  Fed  from  1915  until  1921 
and  was  located  at  the  corner  of  Commerce  and  Martin. 
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replaced  much  lifting  to  eliminate  injuries  to  people  who  use  to  do  those 
jobs.  All  of  this  is  guarded  by  a  sophisticated  security  system 
featuring  video,  heat  and  movement  detectors. 

After  the  film,  there  was  a  question  and  answer  session  with  our 
tour  guide.  We  then  set  out  on  the  tour,  along  the  route  there  were 
several  exhibits  to  educate  visitors.  The  first  exhibit  was  on  security  - 
past  and  present.  The  display  showed  a  revolver  and  a  tear  gas  gun  that 
were  part  of  the  arsenal  of  the  past.  There  is  a  shooting  range  in  the 
basement  of  the  building  so  the  officers  may  hone  their  shooting  skills. 
Also  on  display  were  three  different  security  badges,  a  cut-out  view  of 
the  Fed's  walls  that  show  how  strong  the  building  is  and  a  picture  of  the 
security  room  that  shows  security  officers  viewing  many  television 
monitors. 

There  were  several  currency  exhibits  along  the  tour.  We  saw  a 
barrel!  of  mutilated  currency  and  $1,000,000  in  new  currency  stacked 
up  in  different  denominations.  There  was  a  large  triangle  of  one  and 
five  cent  coins  and  food  coupons  (food  stamps)  were  also  displayed.  All 
the  food  coupons  were  stamped  "Specimen".  There  were  $1,  $5,  8  $10 
coupons  on  display,  with  each  specimen  from  a  different  coupon  book. 

The  way  to  tell  this  is  by  the  serial  number.  All  coupons  in  a  book  will 

have  the  same  number  regardless  of  denomination 

One  exhibit  had  large  denomination  currency,  on  display  were  $500, 

$1,000,  $5,000,  and  $10,000.  All  of  these  notes  had  serial  numbers  of 

"00000000”,  which  signifies  that  these  notes  are  specimen  notes  and 
printed  on  one  side  only.  Since  1969  the  Fed  policy  has  been  to  send  all 
high  denomination  notes  issued  for  circulation  in  for  destruction.  The 
last  of  the  high  denomination  notes  were  printed  in  1945.  There  was 
also  a  $100,000  Gold  Certificate  with  serial  number  FOOOOOOOA  on 
display.  This  note  consists  of  only  the  1934  series,  and  the  display 
showed  both  the  front  and  back  of  the  note. 

A  check  sorting  exhibit  showed  the  different  types  of  checks,  bank 
checks,  travel  checks  and  money  orders.  The  display  explained  that  all 
the  numbers  on  a  check  have  a  different  meaning.  An  IBM  803  check 
sorter  from  1950  showed  the  difference  in  machinery  that  is  now  use. 
The  current  check  sorters  sort  checks  into  thirty  bins  to  be  sent  to 
their  respective  banks,  Federal  Reserve  Banks  and  clearing  houses 

We  saw  a  very  informative  exhibit  on  wire  transfers.  Over  $8 
trillion  dollars  is  wired  out  of  the  Dallas  Federal  Reserve  every  year. 
An  example  of  how  a  wire  transfer  works  was  shown.  To  transfer 
money  from  a  bank  in  Austin  to  Los  Angeles,  the  wire  transfer  goes 
from  Austin  to  the  Dallas  Fed,  then  the  Dallas  Fed  sends  the  wire  to  the 
San  Francisco  Fed,  the  San  Francisco  Fed  then  sends  the  wire  to  the 
receiving  bank  in  Los  Angeles  instantly  The  exhibit  has  an  electronic 
counter  that  is  continually  changing  showing  how  much  money  is  being 
wire  transferred  from  the  Dallas  Fed. 

We  were  able  to  glimpse  into  the  main  vault  for  only  a  few  seconds.

The  second  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Dallas  building  shortly  after  it 
opened  in  1921. 
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and  we  did  get  to  see  the  "currency  buses”  in  action.  The  vault  looked 
like  a  huge  warehouse,  but  the  only  "goods"  here  was  money.  While  in 
this  area  we  saw  currency  counting  and  banding  machines  through  large 
windows.  There  are  always  at  least  two  operators  with  each  machine 
to  discourage  any  temptation.  Worn  currency  is  sent  directly  from 
these  machines  by  pneumatic  tubes  to  be  shredded.  Counterfeits  are 
rejected  and,  these  are  turned  over  to  the  Secret  Service. 

The  last  exhibit  was  one  of  counterfeit  currency,  consisting  of  one 
each  of  the  genuine  and  counterfeit  Federal  Reserve  Notes  of  the  $5, 
$10.  $20,  $50,  &  $100  denominations.  The  display  lets  you  guess  the 
counterfeit  note  for  each  and  push  a  button  to  see  if  you  are  right.  The 
$50  counterfeit  was  a  "star"  note.  This  means  its  serial  number  ended 
with  a  "star".  Genuine  U  S.  currency  that  has  a  star  as  part  of  its 
serial  number  signifies  that  this  note  replaces  a  defective  note  in  the 
printing  process,  therefore  a  "star"  note  is  a  replacement  note.  I  have 
never  seen  a  counterfeit  "star"  note  before  this. 

The  tour  ended  with  this  exhibit  and  we  exited  out  the  massive 
security  doors.  Our  visitors  badges  were  reclaimed  and  we  were  given 
small  bags  of  shredded  currency  to  remember  our  tour.  This  was  a 
very  informative  tour  and,  I  highly  recommend  this  tour  for  numismatic 
and  non-numismatic  people  alike.

The  Fed  will  send  you  a 
confirmation  letter  along  with  a  map  depicting  their  location  and 
information  on  parking.  The  tour  runs  about  90  minutes  and  cameras 
are  not  allowed  in  the  building  for  security  reasons.

During  the  period  from  1863  to  1929,  the  U  S  Government  permitted 
thousands  of  banks  to  issue  their  own  notes  under  the  National  Banks 
Acts  of  1863  and  1864.  These  notes  were  called  "National  Bank  Notes", 
but  unlike  earlier  "State  Bank  Notes",  they  were  produced  on  paper 
authorized  by  the  U  S.  Government  and  carried  the  same  basic  design. 

One  such  bank  was  the  Follett  National  Bank  of  Follett,  Lipscomb 
County,  Texas  This  bank  was  chartered  in  January  of  1922.  The 
original  charter  was  for  $25,000  which  was  made  up  from  819  • 
$20  00  notes  and  2457  -  $10.00  notes.  In  1935  there  was  an 
outstanding  total  of  $510.00  from  the  original  charter  (all  large  notes). 

The  above  information  was  taken  from  "The  Standard  Catalogue  of  the 
National  Banknotes"  by  John  Hickman  and  Dean  Oaks.  This  reference 
gives  a  rarity  rating  of  R-6  to  these  large  notes  which  indicates  they 
know  of  the  existance  of  0  -  2  of  these  notes  They  assign  values  as 
follows:  VG-  $240.00,  VF-  $360.00,  and  AU-  $550.00 

I  had  the  opportunity  of  viewing  the  $10.00  note  pictured  with  this 
article.  It  is  owned  by  the  maternal  grandson  of  the  chashier  who 
signed  the  note  -  AB  Griffith.  The  A.B.  stands  for  Amos  Benjamin. 
A  B  Griffith  was  riot  only  the  bank  cashier  but  also  the  Sheriff  of 

Lipscomb  County 

A  few  years  later  the  Griffith  family  moved  to  Dallas  County.  While 
in  Dallas  County  A.B.  became  a  Deputy  Sheriff, 

One  Christmas  A  B  invited  five  disadvantaged  youths  to  spend 

Christmas  dinner  with  his  family.  One  of  the  children  was  a  girl  named 
Bonnie  Parker.  The  same  Bonnie  Parker  Who  later  gained  fame  as  half 
the  "Bonnie  and  Clyde"  duo. 

Years  later,  this  chance  encounter  led  A.B  Griffith  to  be  present  at 

the  grave  site  of  Clyde  Barrow,  the  day  after  Clyde  was  laid  to  rest  I 

saw  a  picture  of  this  in  A.B.  personal  screpbook.  I  don't  know  if  Bonnie 
and  Clyde  robbed  the  bank  at  Follett. 

The  Follett  National  Bank  is  still  active  today  at  241  Main  Street, 
Folett,  Texas

AMAZING  HOARD  OF  ANCIENT  ROMAN  DENARI 


Due  to  a  fortunate  purchase  by  'he  Jonathan  K  Kern  Co.  ancient  department  we 
can  now  offe'  again  our  very  popular  Roman  empire  denari  portrait  gallery  These 
ancient  Roman  silver  denari  ^singular  denarius)  were  struck  during  the  heigh!  oi  the 
Roman  Empire  from  6S  to  235  AD  The  Roman  Empire  stretched  frcm  Scotland  to 
Arabia  from  Morrocco  to  Poland  from  Germany  to  Egypt  and  the  Mediterranean 
was  known  as  the  “Roman  Lake"  It  wa s  an  empire  line  the  world  had  never  known 
and  has  not  known  since  Dozens  of  aspiring  generals  and  tyrants  like  Justinian 
Charlemagne  Napoleon,  and  Hitler  tried  and  failed  to  recreate  the  Roman  Empire 
All  roads  lead  to  Rome  When  in  Rome  do  as  the  Romans  do  About  every  third  word 
in  the  English  language  had  its  start  in  Roman  Latin  Liberty  or.  US  coins  is  usually 
shown  wearing  or  holding  a  Liberty  cap  which  the  Romans  used  to  designate  a  free 
person  The  Mercury  head  dime  is  named  after  the  Roman  messenger  god  The 
fasces  on  the  reverse  is  a  symbol  of  Roman  justice  The  Roman  Empire  was  the 
birth  culture  of  the  Christian  religion  All  one  has  to  do  is  visit  modern  Rome  now 
and  look  at  the  Colosseum  built  by  Vespasian,  the  triumphal  arch  of  Titus  Trajan's 
Column  and  the  Forum  of  Trajan  These  are  2.000  year  old  rutris  which  represent 
only  a  small  fraction  of  the  awe  inspir.ng  grandeur  of  this  amazing  civilization 

The  average  weight  is  about  3  5  grams  of  good  silver  They  were  hand  struck  with 
the  reverse  d.e  embedded  in  an  "anvil"  of  log  cross  section  and  the  obverse  die  was 
held  and  struck  with  a  hand  sledge  hammer  These  silver  jewels  were  struck  in 
massive  quantities  to  fuel  the  economic  needs  of  a  vast  thriving  empire  and  indeed 
as  this  hoard  demonstrates,  the  oldest  denari  in  the  hoard  passed  from  hand  to  nand 
for  over  125  years  before  being  bur.ed  They  were  strjck  by  hand  engraved  dies  by 
skilled  artists  known  as  celators  The  portraits  of  all  the  different  Roman 
emperors  and  their  family  members  are  like  a  portrait  gallery  of  miniatures  silver 
busts  or  like  a  precious  metal  three  dimensional  photo  album  The  reverse  dies 
were  a.so  carefully  engraved  usually  to  depict  all  the  gods,  goddesses,  heroes  and 
nymphs  of  Roman  mythology  Other  reverse  commemmorated  military  victories 
religious  or  polit  cal  events,  or  just  plain  propaganda 
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Amazing  Hoard  coni 

The  silver  denarius  was  also  the  power  base  by  which  Roman  emperors 
maintained  the  loyalty  of  their  legions  These  paid  professional  legionaires.  though 
proud  to  be  part  of  the  Roman  army,  were  just  as  happy  serving  a  rival  claimant  to 
the  Imperial  Purple  if  he  happened  to  have  a  more  generous  war  chest  overflowing 
with  denari  All  through  the  reign's  NERVA  and  all  the  other  Adoptive  emperors  the 
standard  pay  of  the  legionaire  was  300  denari  a  year 

Just  by  handling  these  treasures  of  the  past  one  can  almost  hear  the  drums  giving 
a  cadence  to  the  tromp  of  the  Legion's  advance  and  the  trumpets  signaling  the 
charge  against  the  enemy  lines'  But  after  the  battles  are  over  and  the  paymaster 
has  distributed  the  denari  to  the  surviving  legions  what  happened  then?  For  a 
denarius  a  Roman  could  buy  12  large  loaves  of  bread,  or  24  small  loaves  A  serving 
of  table  wine  (probably  watered,  which  was  acceptable)  cost  an  as  or  1/16  of  a 
denarius  Vintage  wine  cost  1/4  a  denarius  a  serving  In  the  Holy  Land  an  amphora  of 
olive  oil  from  the  Galilee  cost  one  denarius.  A  bunch  of  grapes  or  10  figs  cost  an  as. 
or  1/16  of  a  denariur  An  ox  sold  for  100  denari,  and  a  calf  20  denari  and  a  ram  8 
denari,  and  5  sparrows  cost  1/8  denarius.  It  could  cost  a  trader  10.000  denari  to 
lease  a  ship  (galley)  A  scribe,  a  highly  educated  man,  earned  12  denari  a  week  He 
ate  and  drank  for  4  denari  a  week  and  his  clothing  also  cost  4  denari  a  week  (he 
must  have  dressed  quite  well  because  a  commoner  could  buy  sackcloth  which  would 
last  years  for  only  4  denari)

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THE  ADOPTIVE  EMPERORS 
COINAGE  OF  ROME'S  ZENITH 

The  English  historian  Edward  Gibbon  termed  the  second  century  A  D  the  "nappiest 
age  in  history  "  Between  96  and  180  A  D  the  Roman  Empire  was  ruled  by  a  series  of 
capable  emperors  After  the  assassination  in  A  D  96  of  Domitian  the  last  of  the 
Flavian  emperors  the  Senate  chose  one  of  their  own  members  the  elderly  NERVA. 
to  succeed  to  the  throne  To  secure  the  support  of  the  army  the  new  emperor 
adopted  the  general  TRAJAN  as  ms  son  and  heir  in  AD  97  This  adoption  set  a 
precedent  fcr  the  next  four  emperors--T  RAJ  AN  HADRIAN.  ANTONINUS  PIUS, 
and  MARCUS  AURELiUS.  would  come  tc  the  throne  as  the  adoptive  son  of  their 
predecessor  Unde-  these  "adoptive  emperors  “  the  Roman  Empire  would  reach  the 
zenith  of  its  power  and  prosperity 

Ir  A  D  98  TRAJAN  became  emperor  upon  the  death  of  NERVA  Under  TRAJAN, 
the  Roman  Empire  underwent  ts  last  significant  territorial  expansion  After  two 
campaigns  (AD  101-*02  and  106-106)  TRAJAN  annexed  the  Kingdom  of  the 
Dac  ans  (modern  Romania)  In  the  Forum  of  Rome  there  still  stands  the  awe 
inspiring  column  of  TRAJAN  depicting  the  military  campaign  against  the  Dacians  in 
detail  as  ever  2  500  figjres  spiral  upward  around  the  126  foot  height

In  A  D  105  the  K.ngdom  of  the  Nabataeans  was  converted  into  the  Roman 
province  of  Arabia  Petraea  In  A  D  114  a  dispute  with  Panhia  led  TRAJAN  to  annex 
Armenia  and  invade  Mesopotamia  In  A  D  116  Mesopotamia  was  declared  a  Roman 
province  However  rebellions  n  the  East,  including  those  of  Ine  Jews  forced 
TRAJAN  to  retreat  He  d  ed  in  A  D  117  before  he  could  resume  campaigning  in  the 
East  Before  his  death.  TRAJAN  named  his  adopted  son  HADRIAN  as  his  heir 

The  reign  of  HADRIAN  was  one  of  consolidation  Tne  new  emperor  gave  up 
TRAJAN'S  eastern  conquests--Armima  regameG  its  former  status  as  a  Roman 
vassal  slate  Other  Frontiers  were  strengthened  In  Bntian  the  wall  he  built  to 
defend  against  the  Scottish  tribes  is  still  to  be  seen  HADRIAN  spent  most  of  his 
reign  outside  of  Italy  touring  the  provinces  to  see  first-hand  what  were  each 
territory’s  needs  HADRIAN  married  a  grand  neice  of  TRAJAN'S  named  SABINA 
but  they  had  no  children  so  in  A  D  136  HADRIAN  adopted  a  certain  L.  CEIONIUS 
COMMODUS.  who  took  Ihe  name  AELIUS  CAESAR  as  his  son  and  heir  However  the 
death  of  AELIUS  in  AD  138  compelled  HADRIAN  to  designate  a  new  heir. 
ANTONINUS.  In  turn.  HADRIAN  compelled  ANTONINUS  to  adopt  LUCIUS  VERUS. 
the  son  ot  AELIUS.  and  a  nephew  ol  ANTONINUS  MARCUS  ANNIUS  VERUS. 
renamed  MARCUS  AURELIUS  HADRIAN  died  later  that  same  year

The  reign  of  ANTONINUS  PIUS  (AD  138-161)  was  notable  chiefly  for  its 
tranquility  although  in  Britian  a  new  defensive  line  north  of  HADRIAN'S  wall  was 
built  1o  keep  :he  Scottish  tribes  further  at  ba>  His  wife  FAUSTINA  SENIOR  died 
in  141  A  D  so  the  vast  majority  of  her  coinage  was  commemorative  in  nature  Also 
notable  was  the  long  aoprenticeship  of  MARCUS  AURELIUS  who  was  named  Ceasa' 
in  A  D  139  He  marned  a  daughter  of  ANTONINUS  PIUS  and  FAUSTINA  in  145  A  D 
She  is  knowr  to  history  as  FAUSTINA  JUNIOR.  By  the  time  of  the  death  of 
ANTONINUS  n  AD  161.  MARCUS  was  thoroughly  prepared  to  assume  the  burdens 
of  office  As  it  turned  out  they  would  prove  to  be  considerable 

Upon  his  accession  MARCUS  AURELIUS  elevated  his  adoptive  orother.  LUCIUS 
VERUS.  to  the  position  of  co-empe:or.  MARCUS,  however,  was  clearly  the 
supreme  authority  LUCIUS  married  the  eldest  daughter  LUCILLA.  of  MARCUS 
and  FAUSTINA  JUNIOR  in  164  AD  MARCUS  was  to  spend  much  ot  his  reign  on 
campaign  Invasions  of  German  tribes  from  the  nortn  and  of  Parthians  from  the  east 
bedevilled  the  empire  Plague,  brought  back  from  the  east  by  the  army  in  A  D.  166. 
swept  the  empire  (a  second  wave  of  plague  carried  LUCIUS  VERUS  away  in  A  D 
169)  Despite  these  shocks.  MARCUS  was  abe  :o  restore  order  on  the  eastern 
frontier  and  was  poised  to  annex  territories  on  the  northern  frontier  at  the  time  of 
his  death  A  D  180  MARCUS  was  succeeded  by  his  son  COMMODUS.  thus  breaxmg 
the  pattern  of  succession  through  adoption,  and  with  the  acession  Rome's  greatest 
era  came  to  an  end 

COMMODUS  p'oved  to  be  a  despct  who  became  quite  insane  COMMODUS 
thought  he  was  the  god  Hercules  and  he  is  depicted  as  Hercules  on  a  number  of  his 
coins  He  would  enter  the  arena  himself  to  fight  gladiators  and  wild  beasts  There 
were  several  plots  against  him  one  of  which  involved  his  sister  LUCILLA.  whom  he 
put  to  oeatn  COMMODUS"  wife  CRISPIN  A  was  oanished  early  in  his  reign  and  ater 
executed  COMMODUS  was  eventually  assassinated  Dec  3i  192  A  D  and  the  Roman 
Empire  entered  an  era  of  anarchy

There  are  a  couple  of  reasons  I  drive  5  1/2  hours  to  Lubbock.  First,  my 
family  still  lives  there,  (I  was  born  and  raised  there),  so  I  get  to  stay 
free  and  eat  them  out  of  house  and  home  Second,  l  enjoy  getting  the 
chance  to  travel  around  the  state  and  see  my  friends  in  the  TNA  at  the 
different  shows.  I  am  off  the  subject,  so  now  for  the  story 

Friday  night  while  setting  up  the  table,  my  father  saw  a  commotion 
across  the  bourse  floor.  He  said  that  it  seemed  all  the  dealers  were  at 
one  table  but  could  not  tell  what  was  going  on.  Being  curious  I  went 
over  to  the  melee  to  discover  all  of  Ed  Chauncey's  tables  covered  with 
coin  books,  and  the  dealers  were  grabbing  them  right  and  left,  so  l 
figured  I  might  as  well  get  as  many  as  I  could  not  knowing  what  was 
going  on. 

For  those  of  you  who  do  not  know  Ed  Chauncey,  he  is  a  com  dealer  in 
Lubbock  and  has  a  shop  on  50th  St  By  the  way  he  also  has  a  very 
pretty  and  capable  Office  Manager/Research  Assistant  (Debbie  Vefet) 
who  helped  me  with  the  coins. 

Ed  received  the  coins  from  the  father  and  uncle  of  a  man  named  Dean 
Tate.  Mr.  Tate  worked  for  a  company  called  Federal  Electric  in 
Greenland,  where  he  maintained  the  computers.  He  passed  away  at  the 
age  of  58  and  was  a  bachelor. 

Mr.  Tate  managed,  in  the  time  he  lived  in  Greenland  to  aquire  over 
70,000  coins  in  his  collection.  He  traveled  every  sixty  days  to  Norway. 
Japan,  or  other  countries  to  purchase  coins  For  fifty-five  days  each 
year  he  stayed  in  the  U.S.  and  collected  what  he  could  here  By  the 
time  he  died  he  had  over  400  albums  and  double  row  boxes  of  foreign 
coins.  Each  coin  was  painstakingly  cataloged,  put  in  2x2's,  with  typed 
country,  date,  denomination,  and  cataloge  number  for  the  book  the  coin 
was  in. 

The  entire  collection  was  left  to  his  eighty-eight  year  old  father  Not 
having  a  place  to  store  such  a  large  collection  it  was  left  in  a  barn  in 
New  Mexico  for  two  years.  The  elder  Mr.  Tate  called  numerous  dealers 
around  the  country,  but  no  one  wanted  to  tackle  such  a  large  foreign 
coin  collection.  After  two  years  a  charity  gratefully  accepted  the 
collection,  but  after  two  days  of  receiving  the  coins  called  Mr  Tate.  Sr 
and  asked  him  to  take  them  back  because  they  were  too  much  trouble 

Finally.  Mr.  Tate  contacted  Ed  Chauncey  and  asked  if  he  was 
interested  Ed  said  he  would  take  them  to  the  coin  show  and  sell  them 
When  the  coins  were  brought  to  Ed's  shop,  they  filled  the  entire  back  of 
the  building  it  took  three  cars  to  transport  all  the  coins  to  the  show 
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As  it  turns  out  Dean  Tate  had  planned  to  ooen  his  own  coin  store  when 
he  retired  His  legacy  has  however  managed  to  come  to  collectors  and 
dealers  who  greatly  appreciate  all  he  has  done  for  numismatics. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr  Tate  Sr.,  and  Ed  Chauncey  for  the  opportunity  to 
tell  you  about  this  most  dedicated  collector.

Numismatic  Indexes  Project  (NIP) 
Electronic  Indexes 


The  Harry  Bass  Research  Foundation  Announced  Feb  8  that  a  new 
and  unique  tool  is  now  available  to  today's  numismatic  researcher  of 
student  making  Information  on  the  best  of  past  research  readily 

available.  The  Foundation  has  released  a  set  of  indexes  for  several  of 
the  major  numismatic  periodicals  of  the  last  110  years,  which  are 

electronically  searchable  on  a  computer.  This  endeavor  is  called  "NIP" 
for  the  “Numismatic  Indexes  Project". 

Now,  for  the  first  time  ever,  it  is  possible  to  determine  in  seconds 

what  scholarship  of  the  past  century  has  produced  on  all  manner  of 

numismatic  tends  of  inquiry 

Before  the  computer,  such  a  search  was  next  to  impossible  without 
access  to  a  numismatic  library  card  catalog  -  requiring  the  scanning  ot 
thousands  of  entries  in  periodical  indexes  for  relevant  information  on 
any  very  specific  numismatic  question  Now  with  this  set  of  indexes 
and  a  good  search  program,  the  answers  are  immediate  Full  text  of  the 
found  articles  still  must  be  obtained,  but  knowing  which  articles  to  seek 
out  is  half  the  battle  in  locating  relevant  material. 

Insofar  as  the  information  was  available,  each  NIP  entry  is  a 
complete  reference  -  carrying  the  author,  title,  subject,  periodical 
name,  month  and  year,  page  number,  and  whether  it  is  illustrated.  The 
eleven  different  indexes  comprising  the  current  NIP  can  be  searched  as 
'one',  or  separately,  because  they  are  all  entered  into  a  simple  ASCII 
format,  with  each  line  representing  a  unique  reference.  This  simple 
text  format  permits  access  by  persons  having  different  computer 
operating  systems.  Thus,  whether  your  computer  is  a  PC,  MAC,  OS/2, 
or  UNIX  system,  the  data  is  just  as  available:  only  the  search  engine 
choice  would  change. 

The  indexes  cover  a  wide  range  of  numismatic  scolarship  over  many 
decades.  From  the  American  Numismatic  Society  they  include
